In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed November 13, 2007, applicants 
respectfully submit the following Response to the Restriction Requirement made by the 
Examiner under 35 U.S.C. 121. The restriction requirement was made for the following 
inventions: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to a system for identifying a license, classified in class 705, 
subclass 59. 

II. Claims 15-32, drawn to a method for identifying a license based on a ranking, 
classified in class 705, subclass 59. 

III. Claims 33-46, drawn to a license identification system where each software 
product has a separate license module, classified in class 705, subclass 59. 
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IV. Claims 47-55, drawn to a method of displaying a license, classified in class 705, 
subclass 59. 

V. Claims 56-65, drawn to a method for licensing software, classified in class 705, 
subclass 59. 

VI. Claims 66-88, drawn to a method for identifying and displaying a license and a 
product including a program to perform the same method, classified in class 705, subclass 59. 

On January 15, 2008, applicants' attorney conducted an Interview with Examiner Joshua 
Murdough and an interview with Examiner Bradley Bayat. The Restriction Requirement was 
discussed during the interview. Examiner Bradley Bayat agreed to allow Group I and Group III 
to be examined together. Examiner Bradley Bayat stated that the species do not need to be 
addressed. Accordingly, applicants elect Group I and Group III without traverse. Applicants 
note that the election of Group I and Group III is not a concession of the accuracy of any of the 
statements in the Restriction Requirement that characterizes the invention.
